As you know, I have for a long time tried to obtain in folio the original 
parts of Crosby's Early Coins of America in nice condition. I tried in vain to 
talk you into parting with your Part 11-12 to replace my damaged part. I wrote 
up the history of the parts in the bibliographical introduction to the Quarterman 
Centennial Reprint of Crosby. I consider this folio to be a maximum numismatic 
bibliographical rarity. 

While both of us were in China an auction catalog came and contained 
another folio set from the Wadsworth Atheneum. I returned home in time to buy 
the item even though I had the American Museum of Natural History set with a 
damaged but complete Part 11-12. I had to bid $900 for the Wadsworth set because 
many others appreciated its rarity and significance. I know of no other complete 
sets than the two now on hand. I have a suggestion to make: 

You might wish to buy from this organization the AMNH complete folio 
edition with the damaged Part 11-12 for $900. Then you could substitute your 
Part 11-12 and have a nice set for yourself. To make up for the difference in 
condition in Part 11-12 we would add my duplicate of rejected Plate IV redone 
because of poor quality coin numbering and text. This rejected plate had no 
connection with the acquisition of either folio and was located by me at 25 years 
ago. 


I wanted to give you this opportunity because you have the Part 11-12 
and thought so much of what you have. I will, of course, be glad to try to answer 
any questions. I have not mentioned this matter to anyone. Isn't this a "unique" 
situation to be in - to have the only two of what I thought was unique.

This letter is being written to you and the other members of 
Council with mixed emotions. I have, after much thought and reflec¬ 
tion, decided that it would be in my personal best interests to 
step down as President of the Society. 

The honor and opportunities that have been afforded me during 
the past five years has been without question one of the highlights 
of my life. The challenges presented were stimulating and the 
attainments most gratifying. As I am sure you are aware, histori¬ 
cally this office has been occupied by most of my predecessors for 
far greater periods of time. This custom, in the main, has probably 
proven to be beneficial over the past 125 years inasmuch as it has 
enabled the Society to remain aloof from petty politics that so 
frequently beset organizations of this type. However, on occasion, 
tenures have been overly prolonged thereby depriving the Society of 
the benefit of new thoughts and goals which are a natural outgrowth 
of an orderly succession of leadership. 

I frankly am no longer as stimulated by the incumbent responsi¬ 
bilities and have grown to contemplate the requisite treks to New 
York with diminished enthusiasm.

I feel that the Society is indeed fortunate in having as an 
incumbent member of Council and one of its officers such a knowledge¬ 
able, dedicated and capable prospective successor to me as it has in 
our First Vice-President, Harry Fowler.

You 
plan to give to that foundation your U. S. gold coin collection 
(including California private fractional gold coinage) and your 
numismatic library. 

We are already familiar with the superb quality and extent of 
substantial parts of your U. S. paper money collection and the U. S. 
gold coin collection. We are aware of your long personal devotion 
to the assembly of your numismatic holdings and your participation 
with others in the study of the history and technical details of 
both your holdings and those of others. Over many years you have 
served as a Counsel member and president of the American Numismatic 
Society in New York City where your leadership has helped develop 
educational programs, educational publications, computerization of 
holdings and a staff of numismatic scholars.

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any one time and often none. Insurance is unsatisfactory and 
expensive and does not result in the return of the missing pieces.

HARRY WESLEY BASS, JUNIOR 


Complications from lung disease claimed the life of Harry Wesley Bass, Jr., on April 4, 1998. 

Well known in Dallas oil and business circles, Mr. Bass was bom January 6, 1927, in Oklahoma City and grew 
up in Dallas where he graduated from Texas Country Day School (now St. Marks Academy) before pursuing a 
higher education at the University of Texas and Southern Methodist University. 

He served in the U.S. Navy during World War II, then engaged in family oil interests in Calgary, Alberta, 
Canada before continuing in the oil exploration business in Dallas where he served as President of H.W. Bass and 
Sons, Inc. 

Active in Republican politics, Bass served as Dallas County Chairman in 1957 and later as Republican State 
Committeeman representing Dallas. His early efforts to computerize the party’s constituency led to a lifetime 
fascination with computers. Instrumental in computerizing the membership records of his home church. Highland 
Park United Methodist, he was actively involved until the time of his death in the computerization of records and 
holdings for the American Numismatic Society in New York City, having recently developed their Web site on the 
Internet. 

An eclectic collector, Bass fostered a particular interest in numismatics, assembling in the past three decades 
one of the largest and finest collections of U.S. Gold coins in the world. A recognized authority on mintage of U.S. 
federal gold coinage (circa 1795-1933), he built a comprehensive reference collection of U.S. gold by die varieties 
and states. 

Comb inin g business interests with his love for skiing, Bass became actively involved with Vail ski resort and 
later Beaver Creek ski resort, leading his family’s successful takeover bid against Twentieth Century Fox in 1978 
for controlling interest in Vail Associates, Inc and serving as Chairman of the Board during a significant phase of 
the corporation’s planning and growth. 

He administered two non-profit foundations. The Harry Bass Foundation, which his father created, has long 
supported Dallas museums, hospitals, religious and charitable institutions along with numismatic organizations 
nationwide. The Harry W. Bass Jr. Research Foundation will keep intact in perpetuity for research and scholarship 
his rare collections of U.S. numismatics, books and other groups of material. 

A member of Dallas Country Club, Brook Hollow Golf Club, and Idlewild and Calyx social organizations, 
Harry Bass served as president of the American Numismatic Society in New York City from 1978-1984, president 
of Sertoma Club, and was the first president of Dallas Ski Club which he helped form in the '50s. 

Predeceased by his parents, Wilma (Schuessler) and Harry Wesley Bass, and eldest son Harry Wesley Bass, 
III, he is survived by his wife Doris and four grown children: John Harold Bass of Hailey, Idaho; Carol Ann Bass 
of Fishtail, Montana; Robert Stephen Bass of Agoura, California; and Beverly Bass Haralson of Dallas along with 
seven grandchildren, brother Richard D. Bass of Dallas, and stepsons Michael and David Calhoun. 

Following private interment at Sparkman-Hillcrest Cemetery, memorial services will be held at 2:00 p.m. in the 
sanctuary on Monday, April 6, at Highland Park United Methodist Church, Mockingbird and Hillcrest, Dallas.

HARRY BASS RESEARCH FOUNDATION RELEASES 
Numismatic Indexes Project (NIP) ELECTRONIC INDEXES 

The Harry Bass Research Foundation announced February 8 that a new 
and unique tool is now available to today's numismatic researcher or 
student making information on the best of past research readily available. 
The Foundation (HBRF) has released a set of indexes for several of the 
major numismatic periodicals of the last 110 years, which are 
electronically searchable on a computer. This endeavor is called "NIP" 
for the "Numismatic Indexes Project". 

Now,for the first time ever, it is possible to determine in seconds what 
scholarship of the past century has produced on all manner of numismatic 
fields of inquiry. 

Before the computer, such a search was next to impossible without 
access to a numismatic library card catalog - requiring the scanning 
of thousands of entries in periodical indexes for relevant information 
on any very specific numismatic question. Now with this set of indexes 
and a good search program, the answers are immediate. Full text of the 
found articles still must be obtained, but knowing which articles to 
seek out is half the battle in locating relevant material. 

Insofar as the information was available, each NIP entry is a 
complete reference - carrying the author, title, subject, periodical 
name, month and year, page number, and whether it is illustrated. 

The eleven different indexes comprising the current NIP can be 



searched as 'one', or separately, because they are all entered 
into a simple ASCII format, with each line representing a unique 
reference. This simple text format permits access by persons 
having different computer operating systems. Thus, whether your 
computer is a PC, MAC, OS/2, or UNIX system, the data is just 
as available: only the search engine choice would change. 

The indexes cover a wide range of numismatic scholarship 
over many decades. From the American Numismatic Society they 
include: 

1) American Journal of Numismatics, First Series 1866-1924 

2) Museum Notes 1945-1988 

3) American Journal of Numismatics, Second Series 1989-Current 

4) Coinage of the Americas Conference (COAC) 1984-1995 

5) Numismatic Notes and Monographs 1921-1968 

6) ANS Proceedings 1878-1914 

In addition to those above, five other periodicals are included in NIP: 

7) The Numismatist, 1888-1995, from die American Numismatic Association 

8) Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine, 1935-1975, from COIN WORLD 

9) Numismatic Review, 1943-1947, produced by Stack's (Numismatists) 

10) Coin Collector's Journal, 1875-1888, by Scott Stamp and Coin Co. 

11) Coin Collector's Journal - New Series, 1934-1954, Wayte Raymond 

Other numismatic publications are invited to request inclusion 
of their indexes in the NIP project, making the total index even 
more comprehensive and useful to numismatists everywhere. 

Copyright use permission has been granted for all the materials 
currently included. 

The NIP indexes are currently available in zipped form for download 
from two FTP Internet sites. There are no charges involved.
